Legislation for the f edervi 
government's new Department 
of Corporate and 
Affairs is now moving through 
the House of Commons. 

For John Turner, the youth- 
ful Montrealer who stepped up. 
fo cabinet rank as Registrar- 
General and who will pilot the 
mew department, the  op- 
portunity fo be “friend of.the 


consumer” is one no politician . 


would turn down. 


Turner's Liberal leadership 
ambitions will be nurtured on 
his performance in the new 
department. Judging from his 
address to the House in out- 
lining the department's func- 
tions, Turner will be an able 
administrater, but not an 
innovator or reformer. 


The careful inclusion of 
corporate affairs in the title of 
the department could be taken 
to mean the government is an- 
xious the new agency not be 
tinged with an anti-business 
image. 

In some respects, it will be a 
counterpart to the U.S. Federal 
Trade Commission, which 
launches prosecutions against 
misleading advertising, fraud- 
ulent merchandising and foods 
or medicines dangerous to 
health. It was the FTC which 
led Congress to force cigarette 
companies in. the U.S. to label 
their packages with a health 
warning. 

Turner launched ‘debate on 
the new department with a 
broad-ranging survey of govern 
ment intentions. : 

He drew a parallel between 
the .department’s responsibili 
ties, and the assumption by the 
‘government in past years of 
responsibility, “for keeping 
our economic system  com- 
petitive, stable and produc- 
tive.” 
Now, he said, the govern: 
ment proposes to set “ground 
rules” for business activity. 
And it will be easy to tell them 
from economic . policies, al- 
though the aim will he to 
“encourage maximum efficien- 
cy veness to the 
needs of the public at large." 

“We are all consumers,” said 
Mr. Turner. “Personal ex.

and services is now running at

Or a 
stolen car, driven by a kid at 
100 miles am hour? Or a cou- 
ple of plastered -prostitutes 
belting you about the head and 
ears -with their handbags, 
cheered on by the mob? Or a 
call from delighted neighbors, 
at 2 a.m., telling you that Joe

A few policemen, of course, 
foster this attitude. There ure 
always a few bullies in uni- 
form who release their own 
psychological perversions.

You tried to circumvent the 
law, whether it was swiping 
apples or beating the speed 
limit. If you were caught, you 
grumbled a bit, lied like a_ 
trooper, and probably got off 
with a warning. And everybody ~ 
was happy. 


Now it’s open and blatant 
battle. It’s vicious and ugly. It 
is fanned by newsmen and tele- 
vision. They always seem te be 
there when the cops are man- 
handling some  sereaming 
punk, but are never present 
when some constable is being 
kicked into jelly. 


I've ‘met a lot of cops in my 
day, some in the line of my 
duty, and, I hasten to add, 
some in the line of theirs. A 
few of them were real hoods, 
but the vast majority were de- 
cent, ordinary chaps who 
would go out of their way to 
be helpful.

ONTARIO 
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Breeding Counts 


There is a name in the annals of 
Western Canada that will be remem- 
bered as long as there are agricul- 
tural fairs and thoroughbred horses 
to be judged. T. P. (Tommy) Devlin 
is retired now. But there was a time, 
and not so long ago, when he was 
continually sought after as one of the 
finest judges of horse flesh in the 
country. 

I am often reminded of him when 
the Royal Winter Fair makes the 
fall scene. Tommy Devlin plans to 
be there this year, not’ as a judge, 
but as an honored guest. This inspired 
me to write about one of Canada’s 
most renowned horsemen. 

As a mere youth he worked his 
way to Canada on a cargo boat, car- 
ing for stallions en route. He just 
naturally came by the nickname 
“Scotty” at university, where he paid 
‘for his,education by working as a 
cowhand on Alberta ranches and 
handling and judging livestock. 

After graduation from the Univer- 
sity of Alberta in 1925 with a bache- 
lor of science degree, he became live- 
stock editor of the Nor’West Farmer 
in Winnipeg. A year later, he joined 
the CN in that city as assistant agri- 
‘ultural agent. 

In 1927, he was tranferred to Sas- 
katoon where he also set up house- 
keeping with his campus sweetheart, 
the former Dr. Ruth Lyness of Van-

Indeed, film of cattle 
collapsing prostrate in the 
fields left viewers shaken, But 
a report by a Detroit doctor 
that two farmers in the district 
were dying of fluorosis, lost 
some of its impact when later 
tests produced no evidence of 
jliness. 

A fact little reported during 
the Dunnville scare was that 
most of the charges came from 
Dr. G. L. Waldbott of Detroit, 
who turned out to be a well- 
known opponent of fluorida- 
tion of drinking. water. 

This is not to suggest that 
dr. Waldbott’s charges are e'- 
ther correct or wrong. This 
will be determined by an in- 
quiry board appointed by the 
Ontario Government. 

Certainly, -Canadians should 
be alerted to the growing men- 
ace of air and water pollution. 

The Ontario Government 
last week assumed re- 
sponsibility for pollution in 
the province under a new act 
which will enable authorities

Almost any industria) firm, 
once it has made the plant and 
land investment of a profitable 
operation, will take whatever 
additional steps which may be 
forced on it to éngpure that tts 
operation is not-a menace to 
health. 


But industry Is not the only 
offender. Thete are two other 
major sources of air po}lution 
~— the automobile and the 
cigaratte. 


The automobile is everyone's 
concern, beeause almost every- 
one drives and everyone suf- 
fers from exhaust fume pollu- 
tion, Manufacturers are now 
gearing up for exhaust control 
devices which will become 
standard equipment on every 
car. 

The greatest hope for elim- 
inating this threat, however, 
lies in the electric car. Designs 
and plans now being advanced 
indicate the electric car will 
become a’ practical reality 
within the next 10 years. Such 
a development will make the 
internal combustion ~ engine 
obsolete, thus eliminating one 
of the major causes of air 
pollution. 


With the eleetrie car, you'll 
pop into a service station every 
500 miles or so and. exchange 
your battery for a new one — 
for probably less than you now 
pay for gasoline. 


The big personal health 
menace remains the cigarette. 
Anyone who wilfully pumps 
quantities of smoke into their 
lungs has little justicesfor com- 
plaints about other sources of 
pollution. 

No less a menace is the 
pollution. of nearly every river, 


stream and lake in Canada — = 


from either industrial waste or 
human or farm sewage. 

Now that Centennial cele- 
brations are nearly ended, Ca- 
nadians should do battle with 
pollution in a national crusade, 

_ deserving the support of every 
city and town trom coast to 
const. 


in its dancers and the dancers of the 
National Ballet are second to none. 

Ralph C. Hicklin, ballet and film 
critic for the Globe and Mail, gave 
this opinion of the Toronto company 
at the October meeting of the Belle- 
ville University Women's Clubs.

Several times daily at this season, 
chipmunks change their facial expres- 
sions from what appears to be a 
gigantic case of mumps back to nor- 
mal, thin cheeks. 

The naturalist, John Burroughs, 
once piled hickory nuts and chestnuts 
on his doorstep and watched a chip- 
munk carry away more than a bushel 
in three days. Quite a job for an ani- 
mal whose body seldom exceeds six 
inches in length, and quite a job for 
his cheeks, since the chipmunk pre- 


fers to carry nuts, grains and seeds in | 


his cheek pouches. 

The large cheek pouches lie inside 
the chipmunk’s mouth. They are par- 
titioned from the mouth cavity and 


thus are internal pouches. The chip- | 


munk takes great advantage of the 
stretchable skin that covers the cheek 
pouch. The capaeity of each pouch 
normally is referred to as a heaping 
tablespoonful. 

Perhaps a better measurement of 
cheek-pouch capaeity can be expres- 
sed in the quantity of food that’ nat- 
uralists have found chipmunks carry- 
ing in the pouches. A trapping survey 
vey disclosed such large loads as 145 
grains of wheat in one chipmunk’s 
pouches. Anether had 31 kernels of 
corn; one held 13 prune pits and an- 
other had seven large acorns in the 
pouches,

Marijuana is derived from 
true hemp, which grows in 


most\temperate zones. There is 
some underworld trafficking in 
Canada, but the profit motive 
is not, as yet, sufficient to en- 
courage large-scale organized 
criminal control such as ap- 
plies with heroin and cocaine. 

In various forms, hemp is 
smoked, chewed or drank all 
over the world. It affeets the 
central nervous system by 
heightening reactions to 
sounds and sights which ac- 
counts for its attraction to 
many young people. 

As with most drugs, it is a 
sedative, and does not increase 
sexual desires, despite common 
myths to the contrary. 

The tremendous argument 
now being waged in favor of 
marijuana — on grounds that 
it is non-adictive and there- 
fore harmless — is unlikely to 


‘bring about any change in 


present laws. 

The Lendon Times recently 
carried a full page and spon- 
sored by a number of British 
doctors, artists and writers. 
They called for repeal of laws 
against marijuana, largely on 
grounds that police were wast- 
ing their time against a harm- 
less habity when they should be 
devoting their attention to 
more dangerous drugs. 

There is strong medical 
opinion that marijuana is not's 
drug or addiction, nor does it 
have any harmful effects. But 
there is also a growing body of 
scientific information indicat- 
ing that marijuana may indeed 
prove injurious to heavy users, 

Marijuana may indeed be 
less harmful than nicotine. 
And it is not limited to the 
hippie environment. The US. 
Army now admits its used by 
treops in Vietnam. 

Until such time as there 16 
overpowering medical evidence 
that marijuana is harmless, Ca- 
nadians will support its contin- 
ued prohibition

Urban survival tactics 


A coat that glitters | 


The city dweller, grown used to 
being poisoned by polluted air, 
stunned by noise and hunted down 
daily by every species of wheeled ve- 
hiele, was given a demonstration in 
urban survival tactics last: night in 
the parking lot behind the Ontario 
Hydro Theatre. 

The parking lot was set up as a 
measured 300-foot course lit by a pair 
of headlights behind which spectators 
sat, The demonstration, sponsored by 
the Ontario Safety League, the Ontario 
Motor League and the Metropolitan 
Citizens’ Safety Council, was intended 
to establish that pedestrian deaths and 
injuries could be cut down by use of a 
reflective material on clothing. 

First, a pair of girls walked down 
the course, One wore strips of the re- 
flective material, the other did not. 
Up close, both girls were about equal- 
ly visible. But as they walked on, one 
girl gradually disappeared, The other 
continued to glow. 

Next came two newshoys, riding 
bikes and carrying canvas bags over 
their shoulders. One bike and one bag 
were treated with the material. At 250 
feet one bicycle disappeared entirely, 
while the skeletal outline of the sec- 
ond continued on under the ghostly 
outline of a newsbag. 

A group then. walked down the 
course. The soles of their shoes had 
been treated with the material. They 
had ‘‘dangle tags’ — little strips of

It's the only place in the 
world where he can get back to 
the ‘primitive pleasures of 
man: rude jokes around the 
fire; a sense of companionship 
that has nothing to do with 
money or position; the feeling 
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Armpits and Yanks

The killing of the deer is 
unimportant. He has proved to 
himself, by George, that 
there's a little juice in the old 
carcass yet, that he can take it 
without whining, and that he's 
liked for himself, not becau}e 
he can do something for some- 
body. 

This brings us, by a logical 
association of ideas, to modern 
theatre. It’s concerned with 
the very same thing: a man 
trying to prove himself. The 
deer hunter would laugh at the 
playwright, and the playwright 
would 4augh at the deer hunt- 
er. Bath would think the other 
was emotionally crippled. 

I saw a play last weekend 
that would have made my little 
old mother's hair stand on end. 
Even though she wouldn't have 
understood it. It is called For- 
tune and Men's Eyes. Some of 
the language was straight off 
the walls of a public lavatory. 

It's a play that will shock 
and sicken some people. And 
perhaps this is not a bad idea.

It has pathos and a macabre’ 


humor. But lavatory walls are 
a part of life. There’s no sand 
to put your head in, Only the 
toilet bowl. And, while this is 
one way of washing your hair, 
it is not highly recommended. 

This, again by a logical asso- 
ciation of ideas, brings us to 
hair. Hair on head is good. 
We'll agree to that. The bald- 
ing man suffers, The balding 
woman dies a thousand deaths. 
Hair on legs is good if you're a 
man, bad if you're a girl. Same 
with arms. Chest? No question. 
How about armpits? 

Armplits take us back to deer 
hunters, and deer hunters to 
draft dodgers,’so the circle is 
almost complete. 

And my students, when I give 
them an essay to write, say, 
“But sir, what can I write 
about?” Answer: if you want 
to be a writer, write. 

The reason I’m a bit misan- 
thropic this week is that it's 
snowing. I hate snow,
